In @ Speech made before the members of the :rovisional 
Government of the German Democratic Repulic ee Lis hevember 
1949 and carrisd verbatim in the German press, General V. 1. 
Chuikov announced the formation of th: Sovis " Control 
Commission Germany am, in his capacity aus first Chief of 
scC, gave the following data on its functions and relati on- 
ship to the Hast German Government: 


a, ith the SCC Germeny establisned, the SvA and its ad- 
tainistrative offices in the Soviet “one Leander and in 
Berlin ceuse to function. Their functions will be taken 
over by the corresponding German ministries und frovernment 
ugencies. 


b. The SCC is to sujervise the execution of the Potsdam 
agreements and sll oth: er Four=rower apreenents on Germany... 


(1) Chuikov said that the SCC will confine itself to the 
prevention of measures contrucictory to the Four-rower 
agreements on Germany's demiliterization and democretization 
and her obligations for ge,arations, It will ulso demand 
from the German Government erencies necessary information 
and will restrict itself to the control of forsign relations 
and foreign trnde  ~laced under the jurisdiction of German 
authorities, In other words, Chuikov's declaration indicated 
that the governne t function of the GMA in Berlin and the 
Sovist ‘one Lacnder hes formally been replsced by a mere 
control function. There is ne doubt, hovever , that the 
woviet Jone of Germany is as comple tely subject to Moscow's 
orders as ure the other Sutellite Countr les, although no 


re, ess or documents are available to confirm this obser= 
vation. 


(2) Since the SCC replaced the SMA and therefore is to be 


considered the Buccessor of the SMA, it/also of no conse 


guence whether or not any organizatiousl chuiees such as 
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sir, lifications or reductions of ,srsonnel have been cr are 
baing effected. The situmtion in the Soviet Zone of Germany 
rerains virtually the fume. 


(3) No inforvation is yet evailable on the orgsrization ¢f the 
SGC una its influence on the sast GCermten Governirent, the 
soviet cone Leender Governments and German udministrative 
uuthorities, It is telisved that at each German ministry ana 
saministrative avency of the saat Gurman Governnent and the 
Luender Governments there exists a corresponding CC office 
which must be consulted before any jmportant decision 18 made, 


(4) Another sufeguard to effect the political woscow-ordered 
cowrdination and guerantes obedience to Soviet political line 
4s the fact that the majority of the German versonnel are 
members of the S8D (Socialist Unity barty) or of one of the 
other ,erties belonging to the ,To-Soviet National Front.
